CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


In the senate, on tha 2ith, the vice-president 
appointed Messrs. Cameron and Butler as mem- 
bers of the visiting committee to the military 
academy at West Point. The resolution call- 
ing on the president for information concerning 
the recent Canadian reciprocity negotiations 
was adopted. A bill to prevent “green-goods”™ 
frauds was referred to the judiciary committee. 
Consideration of the Idaho contested election 
case was resumed. Theo president's message on 
the World's fair was reai and referred to the 
committee on quadro-centennial...... In the 
house a resolution authorizing an investigation 
into the operations of the eight-hour law was 
passed. The house then went into committee 
of the whole on the Indian appropriation bill. 
Senate amendments to the census urgent de- 
ficiency bill were non-concurred in. 

In the senate, on the 25th, the rainfall report 
of Mr. Dyrenforth was presented. A bill was 
introduced for the construction of a bridge 
across the Mississippi river at New Orleans. A 
resolution to permit Mr. Claggett, the con- 
testant in the Idaho case, to address the senate, 
was adopted 48 to 1. Messrs. Vest and Hale 
had a short argument on the reciprocity policy 
of the government, after which the Idaho elec- 
tion contest was taken up......In the house, af- 
ter the submission of reports from various com- 
mittees, the contested election case of Craig vs. 
Stewart, from the Twenty-fourth Pennsylvania 
district, was taken up. A motion to limit the 
tebate to four hours on each side was objected 
to, and the remainder of the session was de- 
voted to the matter. 

In the senate, on the 26th, a conference was 
ordered on the disagreeing vote of the two 
houses on the census urgent deficiency bill. 
The Idaho contested-election case was taken 
up, and Mr. Vance concludei his remarks, 
when Mr. Claggett, the contestant, was recog- 
nized and made a speech in his own behalf.... . 
In the house, after preliminary business, the 
Craig-Stewart election cas3 was taken up, and 
after further argument a vote was taken and 
the contestant, Hon. Alex Craig, was declared 
elected and was swornin. The conference report 
on the census urgent deficisncy Dill was 
adopted. The house then procecded to consider 
bills on the private calendar. 

Tue senate was not in session on the 27th..... 
In the house cousideration of the Indian appro- 
priation bill occupied the entire session. An 
amendment was adopted in committee of the 
whole placing the Indian agencies, in case of 
vacancies hereafter, under charge of army of- 
ficers. Without action on the bill the commit- 
tee rose and the house adjourned. 

ln the senate, on the 20th, among the bills 
presented was one to authorize Commander 
Mullan, of the navy, to accept a medal from the 
Chilian government. Mr. Stanford introduced 
a bill to determine the value and currency of 
legal tender dollars. Mr. Voorhees delivered a 
set speech in support of the free [coinage 
of silver...... In the house resolutions were 
passed authorizing an investigation into the 
operation of the immigration laws; an inquiry 
as to the right of the secretary of the treasury 
to use any portion of the $100,000,000 gold re- 
serve for current expenses, and for a statement 
of gold and silver certificates issued and re- 
deemed. The house went intocommittee of the 
whole on the Indian appropriation bill. 


PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

On the 26th Secretary Blaine was 
closeted with the president for half an 
hour, discussing matters pending be- 
tween Great Britain and Africa. 

It is said that the Behring sea agents 
are nearing the end of their work and 
will probably adjourn soon. As they 
meet behind closed doors and observe 
the utmost secrecy, itis impossible to 
assert positively what conclusions have 
been reached by them so far, but it is 
rumored that they have agreed unani- 
mously that pelgic sealing shall be 
stopped. 

Ir was announced on the 29th that 
Minister Reid and the French minister 
of commerce, M. Roche, had arrived at 
a basis. of agreement for commercial 
trade relations between France and the 
United States. 

Apyicrs from Senegal, West Africa, 
are to the effect that Muzon’s expedi- 
tion to Chad has been obliged to turn 
back in consequence of disturbances 
created by the slave raids of the Arabs. 
Muzon at last accounts was moving to- 
ward the Congo. 

On the 29th the Sayward case and the 
ease of the schooner Sylvia Hardy, in- 
volving the jurisdiction of the United 
States over the Behring sea, was de- 
cided "by the United States supreme 
court against the British government. 
This does not make invalid the arbitra- 
tion negotiations now going on between 
this country and Great Britain, but it 
would have had its effect against the 
United States in the negotiations if the 
court had rendered a different decision. 

Hovusk committee on rules has agreed 
to report a resolution making the Bland 
silver bill the order of business for 
three days beginning on the 22d. No 
date has been fixed for measures con- 
cerning the tariff. 

Tur New York Republican state com- 
mittee has decided to hold the state 
convention for the election of delegates 
to the national convention at Albany on 
April 28.

Lo WA stkireton; March2.—The negotia- 


tions between the United States and 
Great Britain looking to the submis- 
sion to arbitration of the long-pending 
controversy between the two countries 
in regard to the Behring sea seal fish- 
eries reached a favorable conclusion 
yesterday. 

Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British 
minister, met Secretary Blaine by ap- 
pointment, and signed the treaty on be- 
half of Great Britain. He said he had 
been fully authorized by Lord Salis- 
bury to take this action. Mr. Blaine 
signed the dccument on behalf of thus 
governinent, and the matter was con- 
summated so far as the diplomatic part 
of the business is concerned. The 
treaty is still subject, however, to th 
action of the British parliament and 
the United States senate. The exact 
terms of the treaty cannot now be 
stated, but it is known that the board 
of arbitration will consist of seven per- 
sons, two representing the United 
States, two representing Great Britain 
(one of whom is to be a Canadian), and 
one each representing the neutral gov- 
ernments of I'rance, Sweden and Italy 


BARBED-WIRE PATENTS. 


The Validity of the Patents Held by the 
Washburn & Moen Munufacturing Co. 
Affirmed by the United States Supreme 
Court. 

WASHINGTON, March 1.—The validity 
of the barbed-wire-fence patents held 
by the Washburne & Moen Manufac- 
turing Co., was affirmed by the su- 
preme court in a decision rendered by 
Justice Brown yesterday. They were 
involved in three cases appealed by the 
Washburne & Moen Co. from the North- 
ern Iowa circuit court. ‘‘Two defences 
were made tothe patentsin the trial of 
the cases below,”’said Justice Brown, “1, 
that it contained no new principle, other 
patents having left no sypbject for in- 
vention; and, 2, that it was not patenta- 
ble for want of novelty, similar fences 
having been in use in Iowa long ago.” 

The testimony on the latter point, 
the court says, was open to suspicion, 
and while it may have been true that 
something like the fence was used 
prior to the date of patent, the in- 
ventor made a success out of what had 
been a failure hitherto. As to the 
merit of the invention, the courts say 
the field was narrow, they yet believe 
there was a point that was patentable, 
and this point he covered. Any doubt 
on the subject, the court say, they felt 
like rendering in his favor, and they 
therefore sustained the validity of the 
patent. The judgment of the court be- 
low is reversed and the cases remanded 
for further hearing and accounting by 
defendants. 


The Puddlers Will Secede. 

PitTsBURGH, Pa., March 1.—A special 
to the Leader from Wheeling, W. Va, 
says: ‘‘There is a movement on foot 
here among the puddlers and rollers of 
the amalgamated association of iron 
and steel workers to withdraw from 
the amalgamated association and reor- 
ganize the order of Sons of Vulcan, to 
which the puddlers and rollers belonged 
before 1876. The leaders of the move- 
ment claim that nine-tenths ofthe pud- 
dlers in the Ohio valley between Pitts- 
burgh and Cincinnati are dissatisfied 
with the amalgamated association, and 
ire anxious to leave it.

NOT FREE COINAGE. 


The Bland Party Favors a Seventy-Five 
Cent Dollar. 

The Bland bill which the coinage 
committee has voted to report favor- 
ably to the house is not a free coinage 
bill in the proper sense of the word. 
It does not provide for the coinage of 
silver dollars at all, unless bullion 
owners prefer those bulky and cum- 
bersome coins to paper. It provides 
that any owner of silver bullion may 
take itto the treasury of the United 
States and receive in exchange there- 
for ‘“‘coin notes” at the rate of one dol- 
lar in notes for every three hundred 
and seventy-one and one-fourth grains 
of pure silver, or every four hundred 
and twelve and one-half grains of 
standard silver; that is, silver contain- 
ing one-tenth alloy. These ‘‘coin 
notes” are to be legal tender the same 
as gold or silver coin in payment of all 
debts, public and private. The pur- 
pose of this note arrangement is to en- 
able the treasury to convert the silver 
into paper currency as fast as it can be 
carried to the mints and sub-treasuries. 
The process of coining is much too slow 
to suit the silver brethren. Besides, if 
the people were obliged to use the coin 
itself they would quickly demand that 
the coinage be stopped. 

The temper of Mr. Bland and his sil- 
ver-standard associates was shown by 
the amendments they voted down. 
One of these was in the nature of,a 
substitute providing for an interna- 
tional monetary conference. The de- 
feat of this proposition is the response 
of the chipped-dollar men to Mr. 
Springer’s brilliant scheme for taking 
the silver question out of politics until 
after the presidential election. Like- 
wise it is their response to D. B. Hill’s 
no less brilliant proposal to pass a bill 
reviving the act of 1878. They do not 
mean to have the silver question taken 
out of politics. They mean to have it 
in politics, and it will be there as the 
main issue. The democratic house is 
going to pass the Bland bill, and the 
democratic national convention can 
neither ignore nor repudiate the action 
of the democratic house. 

Another of the propositions that 
were defeated was that the dollar 
should contain an ounce of standard 
silver, and another like it was that it 
should contain five hundred and thirty- 
three and one-eighth grains of stand- 
ard silver. The defeat of these proposi- 
tions, means .that: the clipped-dollar 
men will not listen to the suggestion 
that a silver dollar ought to contain a 
dollar’s worth of silver. They want a 
dollar to cheat with—a dollar worth 
only seventy-five cents or less and the 
less the better. ‘True, it is impractic- 
able to put a dollar's worth of silver in 
the coin, because the value of the metal 
is so changeable, but that is not the 
reason why the Blandites rejected the 
suggestion. 

Another of the defeated propositions 
was that the coinage. or rather the 
paperage, should be restricted to the 
American product of silver. The 
Elandites insist upon inviting all the 
nations of the earth to unload their dis- 
carded silver on us. ‘ 

Lastly, they voted down a motion to 
strike out the provision making tlfe 
proposed notes legal tenderin payment 
of all debts. They mean to swindle 
creditors even in cases where their con~ 
tracts expressly call for payment in 
gold. 

The defeat of all these amendments 
proves that the Blandites will be satis- 
fied with nothing less than a bill to 
authorize every debtor to cheat his 
creditor out of twenty-five cents or 
more on the dollar, and the provision 
for adopting the Latin union ratio in a 
certain contingency is intended to 
make the cheat as great as possible. 

And this bill will pass the house and 
be made a plank in the democratic 
platform next June. And a most ap- 
propriate plank it will be for the dem- 
ocratic party. It will bea fitting ex- 
pression of the honesty of that party. 
With that in the platform and Dayid B. 
Hi'l on it the party will go to meet Mc- 
Ginty in November.—Chicago Journal. 


FALSE REPORTS. 


The Underhanded Methods of Cowardly 
Democrats. 

Mr. Blaine’s very emphatic charac- 
terization of the degree of the false- 
hood that charges him with intent to 
resign his office as ‘‘infernal” may or 
may not prevent its repetition in dem- 
ocratic newspapers.

land. We have been told also tha 
Secretary Tracy is ‘about to resign.” 
But neither the president nor the peo- 
ple desire a change in the department 
of the navy, and Mr. Tracy is well 
aware of this. His bold words at Bos- 
ton concerning his intent to make the 
navy yards industrial centers, and not 
political workshops, have been made 
true by him. Never has the navy de- 
fartment been conducted on more 
strictly business principles than by 
Secretary Tracy, and, as an unavoida- 
ble consequence of this, never has the 
money appropriated for naval pur- 
poses been productive of more practical 
results. 

It is to be noted that no democratic 
leader has dared to assail the manage- 
ment of the department of state, the 
post office or the navy by the distin- 
guished secretaries that preside over 
them. During the coming campaign 
the conduct of each one of the great 
departments of the administration will 
be displayed in detail, and the votes of 
the people will be solicited in favor of 


their continuance under republican 
control. A more honest, unpreten- 
tious, business-like and = successful 


management of each division of pub- 
lic affairs never has been made than 
during the present administration. Un- 
less by reason of sickness or death it is 
not likely that any change in the cab- 
inet will be made before the next gen- 
eral election. The secretaries have 
made good records and are entitled to 
the honor of making a public display 
of them during the campaign. —Chicago 
Inter Ocean.

Large Cotton Mille to Be 
Chicago. 
Cuicaao, March 4.—A transaction ha: 
been completed, the outcome of which 
will be watched with interest throughout 
the country. The Columbia Cotton Mili 
company, an enterprise controlled al. 
most exclusively by colored men, pur- 
chased a large tract of land six and a 
half miles from Chicago on the Estern 
Nlinois Railroad, upon which they com. 
menced the building of a plant for the 
manufacture of cotton cloth. The mills, 
it is expected, will give, when in opera- 
tion, employment to between 600 and 7u¢ 
men. The company was organized in 
this city in December and incorporated 
under the Illinois statutes. The enter- 
prise, of which A. C. Hawley is presi- 
ent, C. J. Waring secretary and D. W. 
Dempey treasurer, has assumed some: 
thing of a national character in its 
management and otherwise. It is the 
intention to establish agencies in every 
city and town where found practicable. 
The site of the mills had heen named 
Butler City. An attempt will be made 
to produce a superior fabric and to 
bring into playin manufacturing and 
mercantile life industrial forces of the 
colored people never before utilized.

WCMAN'S PLACE IN NATURE. 


Uer First Duty Is to Get a Living and Then 
Use It Well. 

The sooner women realize the truth 
of their position as a theory and bodily 
act upon it, the better it will be for 
them. They do indeed act upon it, and 
have always been obliged to do so, na- 
ture being quite a sexual tyrant and 
giving no heed to trivial differences. 
Natural laws starve women as indiffer- 
ently as they do men, and find it no 
more harm. The recognition of wom- 
an’s place in nature as being primarily 
that of a female animal, whose first 
business it is to get a living, and whose 
second to get a good living, would do 
much to sweep off the cobwebs of bare 
ren sentiment and unproductive rhetorie 
which pass current for reasoning on 
their social status, 

When women at large are aroused to 
the fact that this is their actual status 
in nature—the mere hard unquestiona- 
ble fact of existence, the alleviation of 
their lot in gencral will become rapid. 


| Industrial emancipation is in truth the 


only emancipation there is for either 
man or woman, since the development 
of such industries as make living easier 


| and fuller produces the only relief from 


degraded poverty or continuous toil 
which the nature of things permits us 
We may call it a coarse neces- 
a hard- 


ing we can not rail it out of existence, 


since it is of nature, which is 
deaf and blind. to praise and 
blame alike. No individual, no 


class, no nation has ever risen 
in the world except it first succeeded 
in wresting the assurance of a good 
regular living from nature, and none 
ever will. Those who apply to society 
for it will not get it. Society has no 
surplus large enough to provide them 
with it, even if it would. Nature alone 
has the resources sufficient. And the 
application to nature must be made 
through work. Work is the only prayer 
she heeds. When, then, all women 
come to that, assome are now doing, 
their position in the world will be no 
more in question than is man's position 
atthe present moment. The position 
of independence is always beyond ques- 
tion everywhere, and earning one’s 
own living is a position of independence 
compared with getting it by depend- 
ence, from somewhere else. 

It is a curious example of the dimness 
with which one sees through a social 
environment, that women are always 
discussed, as if for them at least it were 
better to get no living and so perish 
rather than to “‘unsex themselves” as 
the cant goes, by working for a living. 
As if no existence were preferable to 
one with some -drawbacks to maintain 
it. The position is quite absurd; as on 
that basis, man might also reject life 
beeause of its toils. First get a living, 
then use it weil, is the true principle.— 
Social Economist. 


WOMEN PHYSICIANS. 


The Efforts That Are Being Put Forth in 
Their Behalf in the South. 

A recent number of the Philadelphia 
Ledger's “household” column is de- 
voted to the southern woman students, 
particularly the medical students. She 
is pictured in “‘her gray serge gown, 
Tam O' Shanter cap of dark cloth, and 
daintily gloved and shod; with her soft 
voice and the winning manners 89 na- 
tive to her.” LIfforts throughout the 
southern states are being put forth to 
make obligatory that the position of 


| physician in charge shall be held by 
} women only in hospitals where insane 


women are sent for treatment. Vir- 
ginia has passed such a law. 

The southern states were behind 
those of the north and west in making 
the move toward a medical education 
for women, as the records of the 
Pennsylvania wo:mnan’s medical college, 
which they generally select, will show. 
In 1888 this college graduated one south- 
ern woman, Dr. Callis Lee Haynes, of 
South Carolina. This year there are 
twenty-five inthe college. Dr. Haynes 
has for the past two years served as 
resident physician in the insane asylum 
at Stanton, Va. Five of the students at 
the present time in the Pennsylvania 
college plan to go as medical mission- 
airies to work in foreign lands. The 
rest expect to return south and take up 
general practice. 

The “Household” maintains ‘that 
there is not a Bryn Mawr college or 
other strong institution of learning, not 
a woman's club, or a woman's art class, 
ora woman student in the university 
law school, to say nothing of the bio- 
logical, chemical and other special stu- 
dents, or a college woman's annex, but 
owes its existence, its toleration, or its 
triumphs to the position gained by the 
women who would study medicine here 
in 1850, and others elsewhere about 
that time.” And further: ‘There is 
nota diploma granted at Barnard col- 


lege, or a certificate of proficiency at! 


Harvard, but is owed, in the first place, 
to the courage for forty years of the 
women students and graduates in this 
single profession, to Emily and Eliza- 
beth Blaciwell of England and New 
York, and to Ann Preston, Emeline 
Cleveland and Harriet Sartain of Phila- 
delphia.

MISS FLORENCE ROUTLEDGE. 


The Able Secretary of the Woman's Trade 
Union League, of London. 

Miss Florence Routledge, daughter of 
the late George Routlegde, the well- 
known publisher, has for two years 
ably filled the post of honorable secre- 
tarv tothe Woman’s Trade Union League 
of London. In this capacity she has 
worked faithfully in organizing mect- 
ings and unions and in acquainting her- 
self with the various conditions of 
woman’s employment, until she has be- 
come authority on the subject. Miss 
Routledge has traveled extensively, 
and only recently delivered an explan- 
atory lecture on the work of the Eng- 
lish league before the Societe d'Etudes 
Sociales et Politiques at Brussels. In 
this talk she simply astounded the Bel- 
gians, who had not yet learned that 
there were such things as women’s 
trade unions and that societies existed 
for their promotion. ‘They were stil} 
further: surprised, too, to learn that 
there should be a lddy capable of elab- 
orating the most advanced theories on 
the subject, and, most astounding of 
all, that she should be prepared to face 
the perils of a solitary journey from 
England via Brussels to Brindisi, in or- 
der to tell them what her country: 
women were doing. If any pioneer 
woman who stanchly believes in ‘‘the 
cause” wishes just for once to see her- 
self from a foreign point of view, she 
can not do better than read the descrip- 
tion of Miss Routledge and her paper 
given in L’Independence Belge. The 
writer is gallant, respectful, admiring, 
but his principal emotion is one of blank 
astonishment. Even her quiet dress 
and demeanor made him marvel; he ap- 
parently expected her to wear a cap of 
liberty and brandish a tricolor flag, at 
the least!—Chicago Post.
